1 . Regarding claims 1-6, 8-15, 17-24, 26-28, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 

communication apparatus for routing over a radio network, the apparatus comprising an air 
interface configured to receive a packet over the radio network, the packet being destined for a 
destination host, wherein the radio network supports meshed connectivity, wherein a route server 
within the radio network is configured to collect routing information from a plurality of terminals 
including the source terminal, the routing information specifying reachability of a host or a 
network connected to a corresponding one of the terminals, the route table being updated based 
on the collected routing information, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the 
independent claims 1,10, and 19. 

Regarding claims 29-33, 35-36, 44-48, and 50-53, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
method of supporting intra-domain routing, the method comprising the steps of receiving, at a 
route server, routing information from one of a plurality of route clients, the route clients being 
in communication with the route server over a first data network that is fully meshed, wherein 
the routing information specifies reachability of a host that is within a second data network 
served by the one route client; and receiving a heartbeat message from the one route client; and 
in response to the received heartbeat message, fransmitting a rejoin message to the one route 
client to initiate transmission of the routing information, in combination with other limitations, as 
specified in the independent claims 29, 44, and 50. 

Regarding claims 37-39, 41-43, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method of 
supporting infra-domain routing over a satellite network, the method comprising the steps of 
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determining routes reachable over a terrestrial interface; and selectively receiving routes 
reachable via the satellite interface from the route server, wherein the route server is configured 
to determine whether the routes reachable via the satellite interface is to be transmitted as a 
multicast or a unicast based a threshold relating to a number of the route clients that are to 
receive the routes reachable via the satellite interface, in combination with other limitations, as 
specified in the independent claim 37.
